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Crossings 

campaign 

launched 


THE campaign to give Greenwich 
two new crossings over the Thames 
has been given its official launch. 

Supporters say a new tunnel between 
Greenwich Peninsula and Silvertown, 
and a new bridge at Gallions Reach 
between Beckton and Thamesmead, 
is the only way to cure the daily traffic 
snarl-ups which have long blighted this 
part of London’s prospects to grow and 
prosper. 

The royal borough, working with 
Newham Council north of the river, 
launched the campaign officially in front 
of the media and TV crews on Friday. 
They will be lobbying Transport for 
London (TfL) to press ahead with both 
schemes - and they want local people to 
show their support. 

The council says a bridge at Gallions 
Reach would make it easier to get to 40 
sites either side of the river, boosting 
development prospects, and creating 
around 20,000 jobs. 

A Silvertown tunnel would provide 
much needed relief to traffic congestion 
at the Blackwall Tunnel and support the 
development of Greenwich Peninsula 
and Royal Docks. Between central 
London and the M25 heading west, there 
are 25 bridge crossings over the Thames. 
From Tower Bridge to Dartford, there are 
just two. 

Transport for London is consulting on 
the river crossings package between now 
and February 1. TfL’s proposals include 
a ferry at Gallions Reach and a tunnel 
at Silvertown. Both councils believe

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Ferry set for 
an upgrade 

A NEW seven-year, £50million contract 
to run and make improvements to the 
Woolwich Ferry will take effect from April 1 . 
The contract was awarded by Transport 
for London (TfL) to Briggs Marine and 
Environmental Service, which will 
ensure the continued operation of the 
ferry by carrying out maintenance and 
improvement work to the three ferries - 
James Newman, John Burns and Ernest 
Bevin - as well as to the two terminals. 

Briggs Marine won the contract by offering 
value for money as well as long-term 
marine expertise, including on the busy 
river Thames. 

The Woolwich Ferry will see improvement 
workover the coming years after Transport 
for London (TfL) awarded the contract to 
the company to operate and maintain the 
service from 2013. 

The ferry is a free service which carries more 
than 50,000 passengers and 20,000 vehicles 
every week, linking Woolwich with North 
Woolwich. 

A ferry has operated at Woolwich since the 
14th century and has been operated from 
its current position since 1 889 when the 
first free ferry service began. The current 
ferry terminals were introduced in 1965. 

• MAYOR of London, Boris Johnson has 
announced £3.2m for the borough to invest 
in transport projects, the money allocated 
by TfL through the Local Implementation 
Plan (LIP). 

The funding will finance a range of projects, 
including: 

• £405,000 for the roll-out of 20mph zones 
and speed limits across residential streets 

• £571,000 to make cycling safer and easier 
through the Cycling Action Plan. 

Pizza shop 
health fine 

THE owner of a pizza take-away who put 
customers' health at risk with poor hygiene 
standards has been fined by Bexley 
magistrates. 

Mr Waqas Amin, owner of Pizza Inn, 
Woolwich was fined £2,320, including 
costs, after pleading guilty to food hygiene 
offences on December 3. 

Environmental health officers carried out 
a routine inspection on October 26, 201 1 
and found mouse droppings inside pizza 
boxes, on work surfaces and inside a box of 
onions. Mice were "active in all areas", they 
said. Since re-opening, further inspections 
have been carried out and officers are 
satisfied that the mouse infestation has 
been dealt with.

A real honour 


New Year list tributes for community figures 


A PAIR of community champions 
from Greenwich have been awarded 
the British Empire Medal (BEM) in 
the Queen’s New Year’s Honours 
list. 

They are Don Simms from North Park, 
Eltham, who has spent 40 years helping 
people with disabilities, and Marguerite 
McLaughlin, from the Metro Centre on 
Norman Road, for her services to lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender, and 
African people. 

Mr Simms, 81, has been a yeoman visitor 
guide at the Painted Hall at the Old Royal 
Naval College in Greenwich for the last 
14 years. 

Before that he spent 30 year as a police 
constable in the Met, based at Greenwich. 
He said: “I was given the award for 
helping people with disabilities, mostly 
with the Winged Fellowship charitable 
foundation, where I took disabled people 
on holidays as far away as China, Africa, 
America and New Zealand. 

“Before that I ran Greenwich Mencap’s 
Gateway Club in Eltham for people with 
a mental handicap, and was chairman of 
the London Federation of Gateway Clubs 
for 15 years. I also gave 125 pints of blood 
over 20 years, until I had to stop at the age 
of 60.” 

Mr Simms has also worked as a care 
attendant providing personal care for 
people with severe disabilities. He has 
been married to Doreen for 59 years. His 
son Michael is a civil engineer on Crossrail 
and his daughter Kathrine is autistic and 
in residential care in Blackheath. 

He said: “I was very surprised when I 
heard about my BEM, I wasn’t expecting 
it. I was nominated by my friends, and I 
was absolutely delighted.” 

Ms McLaughlin has been Metro’s chief 
executive since 2003 and has led the 
organisation through a decade of growth 
and change. 

Under her leadership it has established 
itself as a provider of sexual health, HIV, 
mental health and youth services not only 
in its home borough of Greenwich, but 
across London and the South East and 
into national and international projects. 

It is now the biggest provider of 
direct services to lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender people in London, 
and its services extend to many other 
communities including African people, 
young people and those living with HIV. It

employs 70 staff and is supported by more 
than 100 volunteers. 

Ms McLaughlin said: “It is very 
humbling to be honoured in this way 
and I am absolutely thrilled to have been 
recommended for this award. I am inspired 
every day by the passion, commitment 


and enthusiasm of Metro’s service users, 
volunteers and staff.

and are urging the gap to be bridged. 

They want residents and businesses 
in the area to give support to the fixed 
link crossings between Beckton and 
Thamesmead and the Silvertown 
tunnel. 

The campaign is being backed by 
many business leaders, who say 
new crossings would transform 
the economic potential of the old 
industrial sites on both sides of the 
river. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the 
royal borough, said: “New river 
crossings are vital for this part of 
London - and we need a viable, long- 
term solution. For far too long we have 
put up with congestion, pollution and 
this barrier to growth. We badly need 
these long term solutions to ease the 
pressure on the Blackwall Tunnel 
and the Woolwich Ferry. The quick- 
fix ferry suggestion at Gallions Reach 
just isn’t good enough - we need a real 
long-term solution. 

“This isn’t just about making the 
immediate area better - London 
is expanding east, and we need to 
manage that growth and ensure the 
right infrastructure is in place to fully 
realise the potential of south-east 
London. It will aid the UK economy 
as a whole to be able to overcome the 
barrier of the Thames here and to 
finally fully connect north and south 
London.” 

Sir Robin Wales, Mayor of Newham, 
said: “Central and west London have 
long been recipients of investment 
and new transport infrastructure. 
The economic argument stacks up for 
investing in east London - a bridge at 
Gallions Reach would provide value 
for money and a long-term solution to 
congestion in east London.”

The new stop smoking campaign runs from 
January to March, and a pop-up roadshow 
will be touring the borough, dropping in 
on five locations, including high streets and 
supermarkets. Smokers are being offered 
lung age tests and support to help them 
quit. Smokers are four times more likely 
to quit for good if they get professional 
support. 

The campaign is also being promoted with 
stories from locals who have managed 
to quit. It is being organised by the NHS 
Greenwich Stop Smoking Service, working 
with the royal borough. 

There are more than 300 trained advisors 
based in GP surgeries and pharmacies 
across Greenwich to give free support. And 
larger pharmacies are often open during 
evenings and weekends. 

There is also a free seven-week group 
programme where smokers can quit 
together. These are being held in the 
evenings at both Charlton Athletic Football 
Club and the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Woolwich. For people who have impaired 
mobility, a stop smoking adviser is available 
to visit people at home and provide one-to- 
one support. 

Steve Whiteman, director of public health 
for NHS Greenwich, said: "Helping people 
stop smoking is still a major public health 
priority in the borough. We are really 
looking forward to making this new 
year campaign the most successful ever, 
supporting even more local smokers to quit 
for good."

James goes that extra 
two thousand miles 

A GREENWICH man has 
completed a mega rowing 
challenge equivalent to 72 
marathons. 

James Shenton completed the 
12-month feat raising more than 
£6,000 for the Greenwich and Bexley 
Community Hospice. 

The 37-year-old rowed more than 
three million metres in memory of 
his his wife Nartalia, who died in 
June 2011, aged just 34. 

His amazing feat was achieved 
on his Concept2 indoor rowing 
machine. 

James’s target was to row the 
equivalent distance of 72 marathons - 
3,038,040-metres, almost 2,000 miles. 

“I generally needed to improve my 
health, and I decided to throw myself 
into exercise, intially just to help me 
sleep,” said James. 

“My evenings were lonely and 
isolating after my daughters went 
to bed, so I wanted to find a form

“I was so proud to complete this 
challenge and to be supporting 
two charities that are close to my 
heart. The hospice cared for my 
wife towards the end of her life, 
and I will never forget the kindness 
and support we recevied.

“It has been immensely challenging, 
finding the time to fit in so much 
rowing around my duties as a 
full-time dad to my two beautiful 
daughters, and having a full-time 
job.

“My times are improving all 
the time.” said Annabel, who 
enjoys science and drama at 
Blackheath Prep School, “and 
I’d like to be an Olympian one 
day. Next year I hope to go to 
the county championships.” 

Seventeen-year-old clubmate 
George Evans, a Kent 
champion who lives in Eltham, 
made it a hat-trick in the 100m 
back, fly and front crawl. He 
said: “I used to play rugby 
but prefer swimming because 
you don’t get hurt.

IT’S full speed ahead for the 
project to modernise Plumstead 
Manor secondary school. 

The old buildings at the girls’ school 
on Old Mill Road are being brought up 
to 21st century standards. And extra 
buildings are being added too. 

So far the work has involved the 
construction of two new blocks, 
and improvements to the school’s 
performing arts and sixth form 
facilities. 

The Ancona, Millennium and Old 
Mill buildings have been refurbished, 
and work is under way on external 
landscaping that will give Plumstead 
Manor an open-air amphitheatre right 
in the heart of the school. 

There is a newly-built sports hall, and 
‘The Space’ which is the performance 
area in the Jo Harding Centre - 
named after a fondly remembered 
headteacher. 

There will also be a new sixth 
form centre called the Frank Lerner 
Building, which will be open in 
September when students return from 
the Wickham Lane site. 

Right now, the Kings Warren 
building is undergoing a makeover 
ready for its 100th anniversary, and 
four new IT suites are being built in 
Church Manor Way. 

The final phase will bring a new 
entrance and reception in Old Mill 
Road, joining the new and existing 
buildings. 

The project is one of the last to benefit 
from the former Building Schools for 
the Future (BSF) programme, and is 
due to be finished by the start of the 
new school year next September. 

Headteacher Sue Flanagan told 
GT: “BSF has enabled us to provide 
excellent facilities for our students, 
exactly what they, our staff and 
extended community deserve. It 
also means we can look forward to 
the return of the sixth form to their 
purpose built post-16 centre.” 

Plumstead Manor’s staff have been 
praised by school inspectors from 
Ofsted, who said that they had ensured 
it had been business as usual during 
the building works, which coincided 
with the school’s best ever results both 
at GCSE and post-16 this year. 

Students are giving Plumstead 
Manor’s modernisation programme a 
unanimous thumbs-up. 

Sheniz Arif, 14, said: “The building 
wasn’t very nice before, and it was 
really cold. Now it’s bigger, cleaner and 
brighter.” 

Keen musicians Annie Dundas and 
Dylis Eshun, both 15, practise playing 
their acoustic guitars together. Annie 
said: “It’s so much easier for us to do 
this in the new building, because the 


surrounding are nicer now.” One of the 
school’s big success stories is its annual

Babes in the Wood, first published 
anonymously in Norwich in 1595, is one 
of a dozen pantomimes the ebullient 
lady has written and produced since 
her predecessor, Brian Garrett, went 
to work for Ken Dodd in the early 
Seventies. 

And if you think Babes... can be a bit 
Grimm, rest assured it all turns out 
okay in the end, thanks mainly to the 
“fairy of good intent with the wand 
that’s always bent”. 

Gwen, who likes to punctuate her 
sentences with a guffaw, told Scene: 
“I’ve been writing pantomimes now for 
40 years. I started in 1972 and I’ve got 
about 10 or 12 that I can keep bringing 
up to date. 

“The reason I’m doing this one again 
after 15 years is that I’ve got a lot of 
children from St Luke’s Church and 
from the local scouts. We’ve been 
rehearsing since September because it’s 
two hours long.”

He's Dick

WHY on earth do the English love panto? 
Europeans are baffled, Americans bewildered 
and most other nations bored out of their 
brains. But without fail at Christmas, this 
great island nation abandons its usual 
restraint. 

With terrible stories and with even worse 
jokes, our theatre is turned on its head. The 
sexes swap roles, the audience shout out and 
we all have a great time. 

Theatre in Eltham has become part of 
the town with a Christmas production that 
stretches back forever (a short break aside for 
the Second World War, they've not missed a 
year since 1921). Thanks to Bob Hope-Eltham's 
most famous son, who helped purchase 
the theatre - the future, for now, appears 
safe. "We're a registered charity", manager, 
Jim Shepherd, told Scene, "and completely 
dependent on volunteers. "Even our writers 
are amateurs", he went on, "Peter Long and 
Keith Rawnsley have written this." 

The tale of Dick Whittington and His Cat is 
surprisingly based on fact. Richard Whittington 
of Gloucester (b.1358) did actually exist - he 
was the son of a very wealthy man. But on the 
death of his father he moved down to London 
determined to make his own way. 

After a difficult start he soon became rich 
trading textiles with merchants abroad. He 
married into gentry (Alice, the daughter of 
Sir Ivo Fitwaryn) and rose quickly to the top, 
becoming Lord Mayor of London four times. 

But there's no evidence to show that 
Dick Whittington (played here by Trudi de 
Lisser-Boyle) bought a cat, (Louisa Dodd), 
named it Tommy, or that it chased after the 
King's rats (a dark and rather sinister, Stuart 
Pinel). It's even less certain that they set sail 
for Morocco on the ship. Battered Haddock, 
under good Captain Cutlass (Peter "full marks 
for improvising" Wall) with Jack Sprat (an 
entertaining and energetic Will Hawkes) and 
his mother Gertrude (Stephen Clark) on board. 

And it's downright unlikely that they all 
met the Sultan, (Sultan Peppa, that is), and 
his lieutenants. Beau Larrat (Thomas Ardern- 
Mulhern) and Beau Lamova (Philip Inns). 

But the portrayal of truth is not what we're 
after when we go to the panto at Christmas. 
We laugh at bad jokes ("he's got everything 
going for him.. .his teeth are going") and sneer 
at worse puns ("the Sultan's all wrinkly") and 
we cherish the memories they give us. The 
child behind me spoke seriously to her mother 
when hiding her ice cream behind her: "I'm 
hiding this so that the nasty man wont steal it." 
Priceless. 7/10

KEVIN NOLAN delves 'into the history of the borough's most successful 
football club, and sheds light on the origins oftheAddicks' nickname... 


CHARLTON Athletic's recent 
history has served up a mixture 
of emotions - the highs of 
promotion from League One 
as champions last season 
offset by the darkening clouds 
of financial gloom. 

But football's not always been 
about profit and loss. In a more 
innocent time, down where 
Eastmoor Street stands in an area 
largely swallowed up by the Thames 
Barrier, south-east London's most 
successful football club was born. 

It was there, on June 9 1905, that 
a bunch of 16 and 17-year-old kids 
were encouraged by two local youth 
missions to form a new football 
team. They were enterprising 'erberts 
determined to play as Charlton 
Athletic in red shirts. 

An advertisement in the Kentish 
Independent, describing their 
standard as "medium strength", 
swelled the ranks and supported 
by local publican Harry Wells, 
Charlton opened with a 6-1 victory 
over Silvertown Wesley United on 
Siemens Meadow in December 
1905. Among the line-up was 
William Bonner, known to his mates 
as 'Porky'. Porky made history by 
scoring their first competitive goal 
in a 6-1 drubbing of Nunhead Swifts 
Reserves on September 22 1906, in 
Lewisham League Division Three. 

Porky played on until 1912, 
well before Charlton's growing 
reputation persuaded them to 
embrace professionalism in 1920. 
A season spent in the Southern 
League prefaced their admission to 
the Football League Third Division 
South, which began with a 1-0 
win over Exeter City at The Valley 
on August 27. Sole survivor from 
1905 was Albert 'Mosky' Mills, who 
appeared twice during the 
groundbreaking 1921-22 
season. Mosky appears with 
Porky in the photo, above. 

Porky Bonner, the self- 
proclaimed fastest outside 
right in Charlton's history, 
died in Lee in 1954, but 
remains connected to the 
famous club he helped found 
through successive generations 
of family who hold season tickets 
at The Valley. West Stand regular 
Terry Bennett was brought up on his 
grandad's colourful stories, including 
his important contribution, as a 
Royal Artillery cook, to victory in 
World War One. Apparently, Porky's 
notorious dumplings caused untold 
havoc when lobbed across No Man's 
Land into enemy trenches. "Probably 
shortened the war," recalled their 
modest creator. 

A year after Porky departed, a 
momentous decision reached 
two miles down river from

an unexpected boost. They were 
interested spectators as the 
machinations of Woolwich Arsenal 
chairman Sir Henry Norris moved 
his powerhouse club across the 
Thames to north London in 1 91 3, to 
the immense irritation of Tottenham 
Hotspur. Their invasion of Spurs' 
turf was provocative enough but 
paled into insignificance alongside 
the backroom chicanery which 
outrageously promoted Arsenal j 
to the First Division in 1919, I 
at the expense of their new * 
neighbours. 

Arsenal's furtive flit was the 
making of their humble cousins^ 
from the next parish. In 
one foul swoop, the t 
eig ht-yea r-old^ 
rookies became , 
cocks-of-the- , 
walk 


Woolwich, where many of the 
betrayed Arsenal workers switched 
sides. Football, like nature, abhors a 
vacuum. Charlton cheerfully filled 
this one. 

In 1910, meanwhile, the 
chairmanship had been taken 
over by Arthur 

"Ikey" Bryan, a fish 'n' 
chip entrepreneur 

reportedly 
responsible 
for Charlton's 
mysterious 
nickname. 

Any palaver 
about Robins

safely ignored. They're the Addicks 
and the blame can be squarely laid 
on Ikey who, clearly not the full 
shilling, turned up on match days 
with a haddock pinned to a pole. 
Legend maintains that Haddocks 
morphed into 'Addocks, then less 
understandably, into 'Addicks'. 

Some offer the simple erosion of 
Athletic in explanation but Arthur 
Bryan's endearing lunacy has far 
more appeal and finds favour here. 
Few Charlton supporters know what 
an 'Addick is but are proud to be 
counted as one. 

It is imperative that the current 
custodians ensure its stability and 
long term future. If they blow it, 
they risk finding the ghosts of Porky 
Bonner and Mosky Mills on their 
case. Or if that doesn't work, Ikey 
Bryan might move through their 
dreams with his past-its-sell-by 
totem pole. That should concentrate 
their minds. And their nostrils.

three nights week. “I’ve never got bored 
with fencing,” he said. “As long as you 
are still improving and your goal is still 
in sight, all the work and travelling is 
worthwhile. Boredom is the first sign of 
not caring, and if you don’t care it’s not 
worth doing.” 

Peak age for fencers is late 20s, so 
JJ’s calm demeanour suits a long-term 
approach. He’s very much the young 
gunslinger in the sport but doesn’t need 
to prove himself yet at the O.K Corral. 

“Fencing is a professional sport in 
some countries and we’re trying to get 
a higher profile for the federation here,” 
he said. 

Vital to his own amazing progress has 
been the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s 
Starting Blocks, the charity set up 
locally for young people with the biggest 
sporting dreams. 

“They’ve supported me all along for 
training and competitions and that’s 
been invaluable,” said JJ. “They’ve also 
given me a few opportunities to go out 
and speak as well, which has been a 
good experience.” 

JJ’s parents Steve and Tina, and 
19-year-old brother Sam, have also been 
rocks to rely on. Steve told GT: “We 
are immensely proud of what he has 
achieved already. We just can’t imagine 
how we would feel if he makes it to the 
2020 Olympics.”
